TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  CP  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  during  the  year  1957*  The  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with 
instructions  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  dated  13th  January,  1958. 


Full  comment  is  made  in  the  body  of  the  report  on  the  various 
statistics  which  are  collected  together  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the 
volume  for  your  ready  reference.  It  is  here  necessary  for  me  to  draw  your 
attention  only  to  one  or  two  matters  of  greater  importance. 


The  very  considerable  growth  in  the  population  of  the  District 
since  the  end  of  the  war  is  seen  by  reference  to  the  population  figures  quoted 
in  Table  II.  The  estimated  population  at  mid”l957  (34,750)  represents  an 
increase  of  38%  on  that  at  mid-1945  (25,160).  The  new  housing  estates  present 
on  the  whole  a  neat  and  tidy  appearance  and  provide  a  high  standard  of 
accommodation.  All  the  conventional  indices  appear  to  indicate  a  satisfactory 
state  of  the  public  health  in  Worsley:  one  of  the  most  sensitive  of  these 
conventional  indices  is  the  infant  mortality  rate,  which  at  22  per  1,000  live 
births  in  1957  is  slightly  better  than  the  national  rate  of  23,  and  compares 
favourably  with  the  average  rate  for  the  preceding  5  years  which  was  23*8. 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  disease  reported  (837)  was 
the  highest  on  record,  but  this  was  due  almost  entirely  to  the  epidemic  of 
measles  which  came  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  635  cases  of  this 
disease  were  notified;  the  previous  highest  total  for  any  one  year  has  been 
516  cases  in  1951*  The  incidence  of  no  other  notifiable  disease  was 
particularly  high  during  the  year. 

Only  62  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  were  notified,  as  compared  with 
292  during  1956.  In  my  last  Annual  Report,  in  the  course  of  commenting  on  the 
high  incidence  of  this  disease  particularly  amongst  infant  scholars,  I  stressed 
the  need  for  the  provision  of  adequate  washing  facilities  (with  hot  as  well  as 
cold  water)  in  all  our  schools.  Since  writing  that  report  I  have  taken  the 
opportunity  of  visiting  all  the  schools  personally  and  have  submitted  a  report 
on  my  inspections  to  the  Divisional  Education  Officer.  It  is  pleasing  to  note 
the  high  standard  of  facilities  provided  in  the  newly  built  schools,  but  at 
the  other  end  of  the  scale  there  are  a  number  of  schools  in  which  the  means  of 
handwashing  after  visiting  the  toilet  falls  far  short  of  modern  requirements. 
Some  of  these  schools  of  course  are  to  be  replaced  ultimately  by  newly-built 
accommodation,  but  meanwhile  the  risk  of  the  spread  of  infection  is  present. 
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The  practical  disappearance  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  as  a 
public  health  problem  (which  is  well  shown  in  Table  IX)  amply  justifies  the 
campaign  for  cleaner  milk  which  occupied  so  much  attention  in  pre-war  years, 
and  fittingly  testifies  to  the  effectiveness  of  pasteurisation.  Clean  safe 
milk,  like  clean  water,  is  practically  taken  for  granted  by  most  people,  and 
now*,  with  the  coming  into  effect  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  195&  the  time  has  come 
to  devote  our  attention  and  energy  to  measures  to  improve  the  quality  of  the 
air  which  we  have  to  breathe. 


The  danger  to  health  which  comes  from  breathing  a  polluted  urban 
atmosphere  for  many  years  may  be  greater  than  we  realise  at  present.  In  a 
recently  published  report  to  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign,  Doctor 
Percy  Stocks  gives  the  results  of  five  years  work  in  the  investigation  of 
cases  of  cancer  in  North-West  England.  In  so  far  as  cancer  of  the  lung  is 
concerned  he  confirms  the  relationship,  to  which  I  drew  your  attention  a  year 
ago,  between  cigarette  smoking  and  this  diseaseo  The  death  rate  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  among  men  who  have  been  heavy  cigarette  smokers  is  nearly  40  times 
that  which  obtains  among  non-smokers.  In  addition,  however,  Doctor  Stocks 
shows  that  (while  the  really  heavy  cigarette  smoker  is  at  the  same  risk  no 
matter  where  he  lives)  the  death  rate  from  this  disease  for  moderate  smokers 
and  non-smokers  increases  with  the  degree  of  urbanisation,  e0g. ?  people  other 
than  very  heavy  cigarette  smokers  who  live  in  industrial  Merseyside  have  a 
greater  chance  of  getting  cancer  of  the  lung,  than  those  who  have  the  good 
fortune  to  live  on  the  North  Wales  coast. 

It  -  seems  highly  probable  that  the  polluted  air  of  large  towns 
contains  harmful  substances  breathing  of  which  will  in  the  course  of  years 
stimulate  in  some  few  of  us  the  development  of  cancer  of  the  lung® 

Your  district  is  fortunate  in  that  there  is  a  high  proportion  of 
new  property  in  which  the  existing  appliances  are  suitable  for  the  combustion 
of  solid  smokeless  fuel.  I  am  pleased  that  you  are  now  looking  into  the 
question  of  establishing  smoke  control  areas  under  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
and  look  forward  to  being  able  to  record  in  a  future  Annual  Report  the 
successful  operation  of  some  such  areas  in  Worsley® 


I  have  once  again  to  record  my  appreciation  of  your  support  and  of 
the  loyal  co-operation  erf*  Mr.  F.  Haworth  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  throughout  the  year.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

' 

The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  7,242  acres  and  is  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  Borough  of  Famworth  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsley,  the 
Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  on  the  east,  and  the  Borough  of  Eccles  and 
the  Urban  District  of  Irlam  to  the  south  and  the  County  Borough  of  Bolton  and 
Urban  District  of  Tyldesley  to  the  west* 

The  area  slopes  gradually  from  north  to  south,  the  highest  point  being 
Spa  Lane  near  the  Farnworth  boundary  which  is  379  feet  above  ordnance  datum, 
and  the  lowest  point  is  in  Barton  Road  near  the  Eccles  boundary  which  is  76 
feet  above  ordnance  datum. 

The  district  is  mixed  in  character  being  partly  rural,  partly 
residential  and  partly  industrial.  A  large  part  of  the  district  is  subject  to 
mining  subsidence  and  a  large  area  of  agricultural  land  north  of  Malkins  Wood  1 
Farm,  Boothstown,  had  become  submerged  by  water. 


The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities,  both  rail  and 
bus  services.  The  Bridgewater  Canal,  along  which  large  quantities  of  coal 
are  transported,  traverses  the  district  from  east  to  west. 


Two  trunk  roads,  the  Liverpool  East  Lancashire  Road  (Ao  580)  and  the 
Manchester  to  Charley  Road  (A®6c)  pass  through  the  district,.  In  addition  there 
are  many  mineral  lines  radiating  from  collieries  to  the  various  disposal  points. 


A  wide  variety  of  industry  is  carried  on  in  the  district  and  new  ones 
are  also  being  established.  The  principal  industries  are  as  follows  coal 
mining,  cotton  spinning,  weaving  and  dyeing,  tailoring  and  garment  making, 
light  and  heavy  engineering,  chemical  manufacture  and  food  processing. 


No  conditions  of  occupation  appear  to  have  had  a  pre judical  effect  on 
the  health  of  residents  of  the  di strict. 


There  were  12,021  inhabited  houses  at  the  31st  December.  This 
represents  an  occupational  density  of  2o 9  persons  per  occupied  dwell inghouse. 


The  resident  population  of  Worsley  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
as  at  mid-1957  was  34,750?  an  increase  of  1,700  on  the  estimated  population  for 
the  previous  year  (33,050)  and  an  increase  of  7,387  on  the  1951  Census  popula¬ 
tion  (27,363)‘  Reference  to  Table  II  in  the  Appendix  will  give  some  idea  of 
the  rapid  growth  in  the  population  of  the  District  over  the  past  20  years,  a 
growth  which  has  been  due  both  to  natural  increase  and  in  recent  years  to  the 
" Overspill"  housing  development. 


BIRTHS  (See  Tables  I  and  II  ) 


The  number  of  live  births  during  1957  was  597  (296  males  and  301 
females)  as  compared  with  600  in  1956.  This  gives  a  live  birth-rate  of  17.2 
per  1,000  population,  which  is  a  little  below  the  rate  for  the  previous  year 
(l8.2)  but  is  well  above  the  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1952/56  ( 1 5-  1 ) 


STILLBIRTHS  (See  Table  I  ) 


The  stillbirths  numbered  13-  The  stillbirth  rate  was  21  per  1,000  live 
and  stillbirths  as  compared  with  34  per  1,000  in  1956  and  an  average  rate  of 
30.6  for  the  five  years  1952/56. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  (See  Table  I) 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1957?  a  total  of  four  such 
deaths  had  occurred  during  the  five  years  1952/56. 


INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Tables  I  and  II ) 


During  1957  there  were  13  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
which  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  22  per  1,000  live  births.  This  rate 
compares  with  an  average  rate  of  23*4  for  the  five  years  1952/56  and  bears 
favourable  comparison  with  the  national  rate  of  23  in  1957* 

The  neonatal  deaths,  i..e.  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first 
month  of  life,  were  9,  giving  a  neonatal  mortality  of  15  per  1,000  live  births 
as  compared  with  an  average  rate  of  l6.1  for  the  five  years  1952/56.

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DEATHS 


(See  Tables  I  to  IV ) 


The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  ,  compared  with 
359  in  1956.  The  crude  death  rate  was  11.1  per  1*000  of  the  population,  which 
is  a  little  higher  than  for  the  previous  year  (l0. 9)*  If  the  death-rate  for 
the  District  is  to  be  fairly  compared  with  that  which  obtains  in  neighbouring 
districts  it  should  be  multiplied  by  the  Registrar  General’s  "comparability 
factor”  (l.25  for  Worsley)  to  give  the  "adjusted”  death-rate  of  13-9  per  1,000 
population*  This  factor  takes  into  account  the  differing  age  structure  of  the 
populations  in  different  districts  and,  in  respect  of  the  year  1956  and 
subsequent  years,  the  presence  or  absence  in  any  district  of  a  chronic  sick 
hospital  (which  would  otherwise  weight  unfavourably  the  death  rate  for  that 
district). 

The  causes  of  death  are  clearly  set  out  in  Table  III.  It  will  be  seen 
from  this  table  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  causes  relating 
to  the  heart  or  circulatory  system  (causes  Nos*  17  to  21 )  which  together 
accounted  for  209  deaths  or  54*  1  %  of  the  total.  The  high  proportion  of  deaths 
due  to  cancer  is  given  separate  mention  below,  as  is  also  the  satisfactory 
decline  in  the  importance  of  tuberculosis  as  a  cause  of  death. 

In  Table  IV  I  have  given  the  age  distribution  of  deaths  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  over  the  three  years  1955  *  57  taken  together  deaths  of  persons  aged 
65  years  and  upwards  accounted  for  63*6%,  deaths  of  those  between  45  and.  65 
years  for  24*6%  and  deaths  of  those  under  45  years  for  only  11.8%  of  the  total.

The  80  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1957  represent  20.7%  of  all  deaths  in 
the  district,  and  give  a  cancer  mortality  rate  of  2o 30  per  1,000  population. 
The  national  rate  for  1957  was  2c 09  per  1,000  population. 

The  above  figures  show  a  steady  increase  in  cancer  as  a  cause  of  death 
and  this  is  particularly  striking  in  the  case  of  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus.  The  mortality  rate  from  this  cause  alone  was  0.46  per  1 ,000 
population  in  1957  as  compared  with  an  average  rate  over  the  five  years 
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1952  -  56  of  0.29;  the  national  rate  during  1957  was  0.43* 


UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 


During  the  year  there  were  62  deaths  (48  males,  14  females)  in  which  the 
causes  of  death  were  certified  after  post-mortem  examination  and/or  coroner’s 
inquests.  This  represents  16.  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  district. 

There  were  25  inquests  held  and  the  coroner's  verdict  was  as  follows  :-

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  CF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


There  were  837  notifications  of  infectious  disease  (including  tubercu¬ 
losis)  during  the  year  as  compared  with  540  during  1956. 

The  distribution  of  these  cases  as  between  various  age  groups  and  in 
the  various  wards  of  the  District  is  shown  in  Table  V,  while  in  Table  VI  the 
infectious  diseases  experience  in  1957  is  seen  along  with  that  of  the 
preceding  22  years. 

Measles  came  in  epidemic  form  during  the  year  and  635  cases  were 
notified.  Apart  from  this  epidemic  the  experience  in  regard  to  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year  was  relatively  favourable  as  reference  to  Table  VI 
will  show. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  are 
given  in  Tables  VII,  VIII  and  IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  17  new 
cases  during  the  year  (14  respiratory  and  3  non-respiratory)  and  that  there 
were  4  deaths.  These  deaths  represent  a  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  0. 12 
per  1 ,000  population,  which  compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of 
0.11. 


It  will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII  that  there  was  a  net  decrease  of  33  in 
the  total  number  of  cases  known  to  the  Department  and  resident  in  the  District. 
This  is  after  taking  into  account  the  cases  newly  notified  during  the  year, 
and  known  cases  which  were  transferred  to  the  register  on  moving  into  the 
District  from  Salford  or  other  authorities.  This  decrease  is  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  4  deaths  and  by  cases  notified  by  the  Chest  Physician  as 
having  been  'cured'  (i.e.  the  disease  completely  arrested  for  five  years  or 
more);  in  the  main  however,  the  decrease  reflects  the  good  work  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  with  whose  help  and  co-operation  the  register  was 
brought  absolutely  up-to-date  during  the  year. 
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Modern  methods  of  treatment  have  very  dramatically  reduced  the  death- 
rate  from  this  disease,  as  can  be  seen  from  Table  IX.  Unfortunately,  however, 
it  happens  in  some  cases  that  though  the  treatment  prolongs  life  for  many  years 
it  does  not  effect  complete  cessation  of  activity  of  the  disease  and  the 
patient  passes  into  a  stage  of  chronic  infectivity.  Such  sufferers  from 
tuberculosis  have  a  moral  duty  to  the  community  to  ensure  that  they  do  not 
pass  on  their  infection  to  otherso 

We  must  never  forget  that  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  its  active  stage 
is  an  infectious  disease  to  which  young  children  and  adolescents  are  particularly 
susceptible. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

This  is  advised  at  about  3  months  of  age..  Infant  vaccination  gives  a 
measure  of  protection  to  the  individual  for  many  years;  should  the  disease  be 
contracted  subsequently  it  is  generally  in  a  modified  form  and  a  fatal  issue  is 
unlikely  o

diphtheria*  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 


Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  have  the  choice 
of  having  children  immunised  from  the  age  of  four  months 


(1)  by  a  "triple”  vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria, 

whooping  cough  and  tetanus; 

(2)  by  a  "combined"  vaccine  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough; 

(3)  against  whooping  cough  only; 

(4)  against  diphtheria  only; 

(5)  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus. 

In  the  case  of  "triple",  "combined"  or  whooping  cough  immunisation, 
three  injections  are  given  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  one  month. 

These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  Clinics  and  by 
general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries.  The  County  Council  pays  a  fee  to 
general  practitions  foy  sending  in  a  record  card  containing  particulars  of 
these  immunisations.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  parents  of  children  bom  in  the 
years  1943-57  inclusive  were  invited  to  register  their  children  for  vaccination 
with  the  newly  produced  British  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis.  Up  to  the  end 
of  the  year  a  total  of  2,626  Worsley  children  had  been  so  registered  since 
the  inauguration  of  the  scheme,  and  the  vaccination  of  1,336  of  them  (by  two 
injections)  had  been  completed;  1,127  of  these  vaccinations  were  done  during 
the  year  under  report. 


B.  C.  G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  children 
about  to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin- 
tested  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to  their  being  vaccinated 
against  tuberculosis  with  B.  C.G.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test  shows  them  to  be 
susceptible  to  this  disease.  During  1957,  133  schoolchildren  were  skin- 
tested  in  this  manner,  95  of  them  were  found  to  be  susceptible  to  tuberculosis 
and  91  of  them  were  vaccinated  with  B. C.G. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Under  Section  47  of  this  Act  (amended  in  1951 )  a  Local  Authority  may 
apply  to  a  Court  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  Part 
III  accommodation  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are 
unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other 
persons. 


No  case  arose  during  the  year  in  which  it  was  necessary  to  take 
action  under  this  section. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


I.  Services  provided  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board 
1 .  HOSPITALS 


The  only  hospital  in  the  District ,  Peel  Hall  Sanatorium,  Little 
Hulton,  is  a  small  unit  for  the  treatment  of  male  tuberculosis  cases.  The 
District  is  served  in  the  main  by  the  undermentioned  hospitals  :  - 

A.  General  -  Bolton  Royal  Infirmary;  Salford  Royal  Hospital. 

B.  Infectious  Diseases  -  Astley  Hospital,  As t ley;  Hulton  Hospital 

Bolton;  Ladywell  Hospital,  Salford. 

C.  Maternity  -  Bolton  District  General  Hospital,  Famworth; 

Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme; 

Hope  Hospital,  Salford. 


2.  TUBERCULOSIS  SERVICES 


While  certain  aspects  of  this  work,  more  particularly  the 
domiciliary  visiting  of  cases  and  contacts,  come  within  the  province  of  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  does  provide  the 
following  : - 


A.  Chest  clinic,  19  -  23?  Darley  Street,  Famworth®  New  cases, 

referred  by  their  family  doctors  should  attend  any  Tuesday 
morning  between  9»0*aom.  and  9»3*L£um. 

B.  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Surveys  are  carried  out  periodically 

in  the  District  by  the  Board Ss  No. 4°  Unit,  which  is  based  on 
Bolton.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OP  THE  vYORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1957* 

On  the  6th  July  important  legislation  designed  to  prevent  the  further 
deterioration  of  the  nation’s  houses,  namely  the  Rent  Act,  1957  and  the  Rent 
Restrictions  Regulations,  1957,  came  into  operation,,  It  was  anticipated  that 
the  department  would  be  inundated  with  a  flood  of  applications  for  certificates 
of  disrepair.  Although  this  did  not  materialise  in  the  way  expected,  many  hours 
were  spent  on  giving  information  to  both  tenants  and  landlords.  It  my  be  rather 
early  to  form  a  conclusive  opinion  as  to  the  effects  of  the  Act  but  it  was  noted 
that  some  landlords  were  already  beginning  to  carry  out  repairs  to  their  property 
even  before  they  served  notices  of  increase,  and  others  as  a  result  of  under¬ 
takings  given  in  reply  to  the  tenants9  forms  "Gn. 

The  inspection  of  food  premises  in  connection  with  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations  progressed  steadily  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  but 
unfortunately  this  important  branch  of  the  work  was  severely  restricted  as  a 
result  of  the  departure  of  one  member  of  the  staff. 

Good  progress  was  made  in  the  re -housing  of  families  from  unfit  houses; 
in  all  sixty-four  such  families  were  re-housed  during  the  year,. 

Due  to  the  re-organisation  of  the  cleansing  service  a  seven  day 
collection  of  house  refuse  was  attained  during  the  summer  months  but  it  is 
regretted  that  owing  to  absence  of  workmen,  due  to  sickness  and  other  causes  it 
was  not  possible  to  maintain  this  service  during  the  winter  months. 

Dr.  Elwood  in  his  introductory  letter  has  made  reference  to  the  increase 
in  population  of  the  district.  This  influx  of  population  together  with  the 
accompanying  industry,  shops  and  schools  is  making  it  increasingly  difficult 
for  the  Inspectors  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  of  premises  as  often  as  is 
desirable. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support,  and  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
Dr.  Elwood  and  all  numbers  of  the  staff  for  their  help  and  assistance  during  the 
year.

Mr.  A.  He  Kirkman,  Senior  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  left  the 
employ  of  the  Council  on  the  31st  October  to  take  up  the  position  of  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  the  Crompton  Urban  District  Council.  On  his  departure  the 
routine  inspections  of  premises  had  to  be  neglected  in  favour  of  day  to  day 
complaints^  infectious  diseases  and  other  duties  which  required  immediate 
attention. 


OFFICE  ROUTINE 

Additional  work  has  fallen  on  the  clerical  staff  during  the  year 
particularly  in  connection  with  the  Rent  Act.  This  complicated  piece  of 
legislation  requires  the  keeping  of  accurate  records  of  all  stages  of 
procedure,  in  addition  to  which  the  sale  of  the  numerous  forms  has  taken  up  a 
great  deal  of  time. 

The  re-organisation  of  the  cleansing  service  necessitated  complete 
revision  of  records  and  entailed  a  great  deal  of  research. 

One  of  the  more  unpleasant  tasks  of  the  clerical  staff,  which  was 
undertaken  quite  cheerfully,  is  the  reception  and  handling  of  faecal  samples 
submitted  in  connection  with  outbreaks  of  dysentery  and  food  poisoning. 

COMPLAINTS  (Table  X) 

Of  a  total  of  473  complaints  by  letter,  telephone  or  personal  call, 

116  were  in  respect  of  housing  defects,  33  regarding  choked  drains  and  21 
concerning  accumulations  of  refuse. 

The  numbers  of  complaints  of  rodent  infestations  (172)  and  insect 
infestations  (49)  indicate  the  public  desire  to  be  rid  of  these  pests.  Early 
notification  enables  the  department  to  take  action  and  prevent  the  infestations 
becoming  well  established. 

The  89  miscellaneous  complaints  embraced  such  matters  as  water  supply, 
air  raid  shelters,  streams,  foul  odours  etc.  One  complaint  was  made  concerning 
a  swarm  of  bees  in  a  back  garden,  which  was  causing  great  concern  and  annoyance 
to  the  householder  and  neighbours.  Whilst  this  was  not  strictly  a  public  health 
problem  the  department  enlisted  the  assistance  of  a  local  bee-keeper  and  together 
were  able  to  capture  and  remove  the  swarm  much  to  the  relief  of  the  complainants. 

VISITS  AND  INSPECTIONS  (Table  XI ) 


A  large  part  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  time  is  spent  on  the 
routine  inspection  of  various  types  of  premises,  such  as  food  premises,  factories, 
dwellinghouses  and  shops,  in  addition  to  which  there  are  always  the  numerous 
complaints  which  require  investigation. 

During  this  year  1,265  visits  were  paid  to  dwellinghouses  for  the 
purpose  of  remedying  defects  and  in  connection  with  slum  clearance. 
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Visits  and  Inspections  (Continued) 


1,099  visits  were  necessary  to  deal  with  other  Public  Health  Act  matters 
concerning  water  supplies,  insect  infestations,  animals  kept  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  be  a  nuisance,  schools,  moveable  dwellings,  etc. 

623  visits  were  paid  to  the  various  types  of  food  premises,  144  to 
factories  and  136  to  shops. 

In  addition  numerous  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  atmospheric 
pollution,  rodent  control,  refuse  collection,  licencing  of  petroleum  stores  etc. 

NOTICES  SERVED  .AND  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 

To  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  the  remedying  of  housing 
defects  it  was  necessary  to  serve  238  informal  notices  and  3  statutory  notices. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted. 

NUISANCES  ABATED  AND  SANITARY  IMROVEMENTS  (Table  XII )

HOUSING 


(a)  Slum  Clearance 


The  slum  clearance  problem  in  Worsley  is  somewhat  different  from  that 
of  the  more  densely  populated  towns  and  cities. 

With  the  exception  of  one  area  of  fifty  houses  or  so,  there  are  no 
congested  properties  in  the  district.  In  the  main,  houses  have  their  own 

separate  yards  and  sanitary  accommodation,  with  internal  water  supplies. 


The  houses  which  require  the  attention  of  the  department  are  those 
which  due  to  dampness  and  disrepair  cannot  be  put  into  a  fit  state  of  habitation 
at  reasonable  expense,  and  this  accounts  for  the  large  number  of  houses  which 
have  been  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses  in  preference  to  their  inclusion 
in  clearance  areas. 

A  group  of  eight  houses  (Nos.  263  -  271,  Manchester  Road  East  and  Nose 
1  -  3,  Smith  Street)  was  represented  as  a  clearance  area  and  a  clearance  order 
was  made  in  respect  of  this  area.  Confirmation  of  the  order  had  not  been 
received  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  34  houses  were  represented  to  the  Council  as  individual 
unfit  houses. 

Confirmation  of  the  Highfield  Road  Clearance  Area  was  received  during 
the  year  and  rehousing  of  the  occupants  was  begun. 
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28  houses  in  clearance  areas  were  demolished  and  in  addition  33 
individual  unfit  houses  were  also  demolished  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  64  families  were  rehoused  from  unfit  houses. 

The  sum  of  £350  was  paid  as  compensation  to  owner  occupiers  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Slum  Clearance  (Compensation)  Act,  1956 
and  £143  was  paid  in  respect  of  well  maintained  grants  during  the  year  ended 
31st  March,  1958* 

(b)  Housing  Repairs 

A  total  of  1 58  houses  were  made  fit  for  habitation  as  a  result  of 
notices  served  on  owners. 


(c)  Rent  Act,  1957 

I  believe  that  this  Act  which  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  July  will 
be  a  more  effective  means  of  raising  the  standard  of  repair  of  dwellinghouses 
than  its  predecessor,  the  Housing  Repairs  and  RentsAct,  1954* 

It  is  regretted,  however,  that  its  operation  should  have  been  made  so 
complicated  to  all  parties  concerned.  The  procedure,  together  with  the  array 
of  forms  -  from  "A”  to  ”T”  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  Act,  are  sufficient 
to  cause  the  experienced  local  government  officer  more  than  a  moment’s  concern, 
but  to  the  general  public  they  must  have  created  a  state  of  utter  confusion. 

The  decision  of  the  Council  to  lay  in  a  supply  of  the  various  types  of 
forms  for  resale  to  the  public  has  been  greatly  appreciated  as  there  was  no 
other  local  supplier.  283  forms  and  16  forms  ”1”  were  sold. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  giving  general  information  to  both 
landlords  and  tenants,  but  the  actual  filling  in  of  the  forms  was  left  to  the 
individuals  concerned. 

32  Applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  were  received  and  14  such 
certificates  were  issued  during  the  year  and  7  undertakings  to  remedy  defects 
were  given  to  the  Council  by  landlords.  (Table  XIII ). 

(d)  Housing  Statistics  (Table  XIII ) 

House  building  both  by  the  Council  and  private  enterprise  continued. 

The  Council  built  114  units  of  accommodation  for  local  needs  and  464 
units  for  Salford  Overspill  population.  1 55  houses  were  built  by  private 
individuals. 


(e)  Improvement  Grants 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  following  details. 

55  Applications  for  grants  involving  55  houses  were  approved  by  the 
Council  and  work  was  completed  in  respect  of  63  houses.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD  SUPPLY 


(a)  Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods  (Tables  XIV  and  XV ) 

A  total  of  260  bovines,  1,214  sheep  and  217  pigs  were  killed  at  the 
private  slaughterhouses  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  inspected. 

Once  again,  owing  to  the  quality  of  animals  slaughtered,  only  a  small 
proportion  of  carcase  meat  and  organs  was  condemned,  and  amounted  to  only  5  cwts 
3  qrs  27  lbs. 

11  Tons  3  qrs  7^  lbs  of  other  foods  were  also  condemned,  the  bulk  of 
which  was  canned  fruit  imported  for  re-canning  into  smaller  containers. 

All  condemned  food  was  disposed  of  on  the  Council's  controlled  tip. 

(b)  Adulteration  of  Food  (Table  XVI ) 

I  am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  following 
information. 

87  samples  of  milk  and  74  samples  of  other  foods  were  taken  in  the 
district  by  the  County  Council's  Inspectors  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
for  examination. 

One  sample  of  milk,  one  of  camphorated  oil,  one  of  custard  powder,  one 
of  pork  sausage  and  one  of  tincture  of  iodine  were  found  not  to  be  genuine.  The 
action  taken  can  be  seen  from  the  table  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

(c)  Food  Hygiene 

The  survey  of  food  premises  continued  and  578  inspections  were  made  of 
the  various  types  of  premises.  Details  of  the  number  and  types  of  premises  in 
the  district  can  be  seen  from  Table  XVII  and  the  number  of  inspections  from 
Table  XI. 

Details  of  defects  found  and  remedied  are  shown  in  Table  XVIII 

(d)  Milk  and  Dairies  (Table  XIX ) 


The  number  of  distributors  registered  by  the  local  authority  are  given 
in  Table  XIX. 

There  was  no  need  for  any  special  action  in  connection  with  the  milk 
supply  during  the  year. 

(e)  Ice  Cream 


45  inspections  were  made  regarding  the  manufacture,  sale  and  storage  01 
ice  cream* 

Eleven  samples  of  ice  cream  were  subjnitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  7  °f  which  were  placed  in  grade  one  and  the  remaining  four  were  in 
grade  two.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


There  appears  to  be  an  increasing  awareness  among  industrial-]  at  a  of  the 
emission  of  dark  smoke  and  several  were  making  preparations  in  anticipation  of 
the  coming  into  operation  of  the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

It  is  noted  that  oil  burning  plants  are  being  installed  in  the  majority 
of  new  factories,  and  whilst  oil  is  not  in  itself  a  smokeless  fuel,  using 
modern  type  burners  it  should  behave  as  such. 

The  smoke  from  locomotives,  primarily  those  used  by  the  National  Coal 
Board,  still  forms  a  major  source  of  pollution  emitted  at  a  lew  level,  and 
consultations  have  again  taken  place  with  officials  of  the  Board. 

Investigations  into  the  pollution  of  the  air  of  the  district  continued 
and  the  results  can  be  seen  from  Table  XXI. 

As  readings  only  began  in  July,  1956  it  is  perhaps  a  little  early  to  form 
many  conclusions,  but  readings  up  to  date  indicate  that  pollution  is  greater 
during  winter  than  summer  and  that  the  pollution  at  the  Parr  Fold  Site  is  greater 
than  at  Peel  Park. 


GENERAL  SANITATION 


Water  Supply 


The  towns  water  is  obtained  from  the  mains  supply  of  the  Bolton  and 
Manchester  Corporations.  With  the  exception  of  the  farm  cottage  at  Rawsons  i’th 
Nook  every  house  in  the  district  is  connected  to  the  mains  and  has  its  awn 
internal  water  supply.  The  water  is  of  good  quality  and  is  maintained  at 
constant  pressure. 


Streams 


Investigation  of  a  complaint  of  foul  smells  arising  from  a  stream 
revealed  an  unusual  source  of  pollution.  The  pollution  proved  to  be  the  juices 
exuded  from  silage  at  a  nearby  farm.  The  syrup  like  liquid  was  found  to  be 
draining  into  the  surface  water  drains  in  the  farm  yard  which  eventually 
discharged  into  the  stream.  A  lush  fungoid  like  growth  developed  on  the  bed 
of  the  stream  and  a  most  objectionable  odour  was  emitted.  The  nuisance  cleared 
after  diverting  the  liquid  from  the  drains. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  is  of  the  type  known  as  the  dual 
system  in  which  the  foul  sewage  and  surface  water  are  conveyed  in  separate 
sewers  to  their  points  of  outlet.  Extensions  were  made  to  the  sewers  to  serve 
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Council  and  private  housing  estates.  Except  for  a  few  isolated  farms  and 
cottages  the  whole  of  the  district  is  on  a  proper  sewerage  system.  Sewers  in 
certain  areas  of  the  district  are  subject  to  damage  from  tiras  to  time  from  mining 
subsidence.  The  sewage  from  a  small  area  in  Little  Hulton  is  treated  at  the 
Worsley  Road  sewage  works,  the  remainder  is  conveyed  by  trunk  sewer  to  the  Eccles 
Corporation  sewage  works  for  treatment.

122  inspections  were  made  and  nine  notices  were  served  in  respect  of 
defects  to  sanitary  accommodation.

136  inspections  of  shops  were  made  for  all  purposes  including  health 
provisions  and  closing  hourso 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  one  case  of  Sunday 
trading.  A  fine  of  £1  was  imposed  with  costs  amounting  to  £1.  Is.  Od. 

Rodent  Control  (Table  XXIII ) 

One  full  time  rodent  operative  is  employed  on  this  work.  A  free  service 
is  given  to  householders  and  a  charge,  based  on  the  time  spent  and  materials  used, 
is  made  for  the  treatment  of  infestations  at  business  premises. 

214  treatments  for  rats  and  mice  were  carried  out  at  private  dwelling 
houses,  and  57  treatments  were  carried  out  at  other  types  of  premises.  This 
entailed  1,142  visits  by  the  Rodent  Operative. 

The  twice  yearly  baiting  of  sewers  was  carried  out  in  April  and 
September  but  no  serious  infestation  was  discovered.

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Two  licences  were  issued  to  persons  to  keep  pet  shops. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  by  the  staff  of  the  department  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year  in  reorganising  the  collection  service. 

A  census  of  the  dustbins  in  the  district  was  firstly  carried  out,  as  a 
result  of  which  new  rounds  were  arranged  to  prevent  overlapping  which  was  taking 
place  due  to  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  district. 

The  binmen  instead  of  reporting  to  the  Town's  Yard  in  the  morning  were 
required  to  start  at  the  collection  point  half  an  hour  before  the  drivers  in  order 
to  speed  the  collection,  and  they  were  not  required  to  report  to  the  yard  at  the 
end  of  the  day. 

The  rate  of  collection  was  improved  to  such  an  extent  that  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  Summer  a  seven  day  collection  was  obtained.  It  is  regretted 
that  owing  to  sickness  of  workmen  and  adverse  weather  conditions  that  it  could 
not  be  maintained  during  the  winter  months. 

A  new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipping  wagon  was  brought  into 
use  on  the  3rd  June.  (Table  XXTV). 

A  new  prefabricated  concrete  paper  baling  shed  was  erected  in  the 
Town's  Yard. 


The  price  of  waste  paper  fell  during  the  year  and  local  authorities 
were  requested  not  to  increase  their  collections  above  the  present  level. 

Culverting  of  the  stream  at  Berryfield  Tip  was  begun  in  preparation 
for  tipping  operations  on  the  east  side  of  the  stream. 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlling  tipping  on  the 
Berryfield  Tip.
